Lhe bill of lading, the fall respon- 
sibility falls on the raptain and nol 
un the broker, In the case of export 
business, the customer usually gets 
inte touch with a broker and obtains 
his ronsent first before the cargo is 
entrusted to his care, 

Upon receipt of cargo, the broker 
will have it docared at the Customs, 
nnd the cargo ts then transferred by 
cargo boats, lv be unloaded on the 
steamer. Should any loss occur in 
the cour! transportyjion, the res- 
ponsibility nominally goes to the per- 
son who is in charge of the carK 
boats. But for the sake of maintain- 
ing business relations between the 
broker and the customer, the broker 
usually assumes responsibility for a 
certain portion of the loss. 

‘Trans-shipment 

In the case of trang-shipment, the 
procedure invoived therem 12 much 
simpier than that for the imports or 
export business. The cargo may be 
trans-sh.pped right away upon pay- 
ment of Customs dues and surtuxes 
on the part of the broker. 

All the expenses” including the pay- 


; ment of duties tor Customs deciara- 


tion are advanced by the brokers. 
For customers with good credit stand- 
ing, the accounts may be settled aur- 
ing the “Dragon Boat Festival,” the 
“Mid-Autumn Day" and the New 
Yoar'y Eve; otherwise, cash payment 
is the rule, 

The profits are usually 
from the folowing sources, namely; 
discount from the freight rate and 
commission charged to the custom- 
ers. The rate for the former ranges 
from 15 to 20 per cent; while that 
for the latter is about 5 per eent, 
In the case of non-registered small 
customs brokers, since their declara- 
tions must be made indirectly 
through the registered brokers, the 
discount from the freight rate usual- 
ly goes to the broker who does the 
job. .

Reached. Apex After Despair 


From Vienna came a new genius. 
In America, alone and friendless, 
he starved and waited. His two 
prize possessions were diplomas 
from celebrated foreign universi- 
ties, diplomas that proclaimed to 
the world that Paul Fejos was a 
noted physician.

“ANCIENT MARINER” 


Coleridge’s Immortal . 
Classic. Filmed 


AT THE MAJESTIC 

“I expect neither profit nor gen- 
eral fame iby my writings, and 1 con- 
sider myself as having been amply 
repaid without either”. 

This statement, penned more than 
a hundred years ago, was the ex- 
pression of Samuel Taylor Coleridge, 
whose immortal poem “The Ancient 
Mariner” has been brought to the 
screen by Fox Films under the direc- 
tion of Henry Otto and Chester Ben- 
nett. Paul Panzer, veteran screen 
artist, plays the title role with sym- 
pathetic understanding. 

Coleridge. who was the son of a 
minister, often said that poetry was 
“its own reward,” it soothed his 
afflictions and multiplied and refined 
his enjoymenta 

“It has not only endeared solitude,” 
Coleridge ance wrote, “but it has 
given me the habit of wishing to 
discover the good and beautiful in 
all that meets and surrounds, me.” 

“The Ancient Mariner,” according 
to no Jess an authority than Ww. M. 
Rossetti, is a “most striking and 
thrilling invention.” 

This great poem = is admirably 
adapted to screen treatment, as will 
be seen to-day at the Majestic Thea- 
tre, Kowloon. The informing idea 
of the poem is to inculcate a love of 
all the works of creation, with espe- 
cial reference to mankind. 

Coleridge, according to his intim- 
ates, possessed in an eminent degree 
the power of attaching friends. He 
was quick to see and confess his own 
shortcomings. He was gentle, 
courteous and knew wel) how to ex- 
press a strong sense of gratitude. 
Although he wrote hundreds of 
poem, both long and short, it is gen- 
orally conceded that “The Ancient 
Mariner.” “Kubla Khan” and 
“Christabel” were among his most 
renowned works. 

“He has given us Marvellous and 
imperishable gifts.” says Rossetti. 
“Let us accept them, prize them, 
honour him, and be thankful.” 

Modern critics have asserted that 
ao finer tribute could be paid Co- + 
leridge than that offered by Fox 
Kllms in the faithful adaption of

Two theories are advanced to 
explain the action of the lubricant. 

One of these theories assumes 
that when the lubricant is between 
the surfaces it breaks ap into many 
little balls and rollers and that the 
surfaces thus are rolled on one an- 
other, 

The other theory is vased upon 
the fact that even if the smootheat 
appearing surfaces ig examined 
under a microscope the surface will 
appear rough and be made up of 
minute particles. When two such 
surfaces are placed together, the 
protruding particles of the one will 
set into the holes of the other. The 
wrenter the pleasure between the 
aurfaces the deeper will the par- 
ticles go. If the surfaces are now 
moved on one another these pro- 
truding particles will be broken off, 
and aa they break off, heat will be 
generated, and, of course, the sur- 
faces will wear. 

When an oil or other lubricant ia 
placed batwoen the surfaces it is 
agsumed that the lubricant fills up 
these minute holes and so prevents 
the protruding particlos getting in- 
to them and thus being broken off.

Hupmobile Parts Chosen | 
With Care 


Ne norma! person would expect, in 
huying a pair of shoes, to purchase two j 
shoes for thy same foot. Yet he 
would want to be sure that each of his 
shoes war se built and constructed as to 
care for the jadividual needs of each 
foot. Consequently there ix a alight 
variation in cach shoe to conform to ! 
those natural demands, 

While it is a far cry from shoes to a 
set of automobile springs, it ia meces- 
sary to be jus! a8 meticulous in select- 
ing and testing a set of motor car 
springs as it {s to fit the individual re- 
quirements of each foot, in the opinion 
of engineers of the Hupp Motor Car 
Corporation. 

“While Hupmobile might put on a) 

set of springs in which each one weighs 
and tests the sume, it does not do so be- 
cause there are certain peculiarities 
ahout an auto'sobile which demand per. 
fect fit and adiustments, just as there 
are about one's feet,” declared BE. W. 
Milburn San Frageisco manager for 
the Greer-Rubbins Company, Hupp 
distributors, 
“In the first place, Hupmobile's 
creed of adhtring to a certain high 
quality engineoring standard demands | 
that all springs be sorted according 
to physical weight.

A New Production 
Record 


A new production record for 
Model A Ford cars was reached by 
the Ford Motor Comp: y a few 
minutes before 6 o'clock, Wednes- 
day afternoon, July 24, when En- 
gine No. 2,000,000 came off the as- 
sembly line ut the Rouge plant of 
the Company in Dearborn. The en- 
xine was taken to the car assembly 
line and assembled in a convertible 
cabriolet. 

The second million Model! A Ford 
cars were produced in the period of 
five months and twenty days. The 
finett Model A was assembled on 
October 20, 1927, and the first mil- 


lion was reached on February 4, 
this year. 

Early production of the Model T 
was built on October 1, 1908. ft 
was seven years later, December 10, 
1915, before the first million had 
been attained, and eighteen months 
later, June 14, 1917, before the 
second million was produced.

Snow-Covered Passes 

“We shall never forget the high 
snow-covered moutilain passes of 
Northeast Persia, where dead 
camels blucked vur path at 
the narrowest and most pre- 
cipilous spots, nor the — wild 
night in the caravanserai far 
up in the mount overlooking 
Meshed, with the continuous sound 
of camel bells throughout the night, 
as the caravans padded softly over 
the snow in the brilliant moonlight. 

“An incident in the Taurus 
Mountains stands out in clear 
relief where a landslide had almost 
swept away the track along the edge 
of a dangerous precipice. We were 
obliged to crawl breathlessly along 
the near-side wheels forced up on 
the slope of the mountain, tilting 
the cars over ut an unbelievable 
angle.
